It is surprising that Quiocy Point

For the Patriot 
Letter from the State House. 


- Boston, April 23,1902. 

A singular fact must be admitted 
about the third party in the House,— 
the two socialists, Messrs, MacCartney 
of Rockland and Carey of Haverhill, 
—that thongh they are disliked 
both Republican and 
Democrats, yet their ideas are, some 
of them so nnquestionably in the line 
of future progress by the people, as 
a whole that both Repablicans and 
Democrats are at times, influenced to 
take their stand beside them, This 
was shown several times last year and 
it ocenrred again on the bill te provide 
for jury trial in cases of contempt of 
court, The bill wits offered by Mr. 
Carey of Haverhill. It was an outcome 
of the conduct of conrts in cases of 
strik sin issuing injunctions against 
the strikers so that they could not-even 
speak to th ir fellow workmen in order 
to induce them to join the strike. 
Under such an injunction any werkman 
who spoke to a fellow workmen, trying 
to persuade him to join the strike 
would be liable to penalty for contempt 
of court. Mr. Carey wanted to give 
the offender a trial by his peers to see 
whether he had committed any offense 
worthy of punishment. Both the 
socialists spoke at length for the Dill, 
which had been reported unanimonsly 
against by the judiciary committee. 
They argued against giving any judge 
the power of ‘‘judge, jury and ex- 
ecutioner,’’ as Mr. Carey pat it, and 
they insisted that the present practice 
of injunctions interferes with the right 
of free speech. They were supported 
by two Republicans, Messrs. Bamford 
of Brockton and Davis of Amesbury 
and one Democrat—Mr. Jackson of Fall 
River. The socialist line of argument, 
was adopted by of the three 
speakers, that is, they took up the 
side of the people and defended it 
against the in reference of the courts, 
Mr. Jackson gave a clear note of wara- 
ing. He said that there is a growing 
sensitiveness on the part of the people 
about this interference by the courts 
the rights which the people 
believe are constitutional and that 
unless there was speedy change of the 
practice we should see aa irresistible 
demand for the election of the judges 
by the people. Mr. MuacCartney empha- 
sized the point that the judges by their 
very training and surroundings are not 
sympathetic with the popular side, 
but must sympathize with the 
capitalist side the chronic 
The most surprising in- 
matter was the 
the House. Though the 

committee was unanimous 
against the bill, though the bill came 
from a quarter which injured its 
prestige in the eyes of both Republi- 
cans and Democrats, though the com- 
mittee was defended by its chairman, 
the nominal leader of the House, Mr. 
Newton of Everett, yet the minority 
had 55 votes to the 60 of the majority. 
A margin, of only five is enough to 
set people thinking whether the 
socialists are so very far out of the 
way, after all, on all their contentions. 

The debate on the bill of Mr. Hagberg 
of Worcester to regulate laundries, 
which was practically laughed out of 
the House, developed a notable speech 
by Mr.Stearos of Lowell in the severity 
with which be denuunced foreigners 
who come tu this country.

Quincy to Benefit. 


One bundred and seventy-four cities 
will benefit by the public building bill 
which passed the United States House 
on Tuesday, and Quincy is one of the 
16 cities where sites will be purchased. 

The total appropriations of the bill 
are $17,405,450, which will be expended 
in 174 cities as follows: 

In 5S for increases in appropriations 
for buildings already authorized. 

In 6 for buildings on sites already 
purchased, 

In 17 for buildings on sites which 
have been donated. 

In 16 (ineluding Quincy) for sites 
only. 

In 77 for sites and new buildings. 

The bill came up under a special or- 
der which allowed three hours’ debate, 
but cut off all opportunity of amendment, 
The majority for the bill was so over- 
whelming that -only nine members 
backed a demand for the ayes and noes 
on the passage of the bill. There was 
some criticism of the method by which 
it was proposed to pass the bill without 

opportunity for amendment, which Mr. 
Mercer, chairman of the committee, 
answered by stating that, if the bill had 
been subject to amendment, the appro- 
priations carried by it would have been 
increased to $60,000,000,

Letter from the State House. 


Boston April 30, 1902. 

More interest is developing in the 
Sunday soda water bill than at any 
previous time in the session. The 
fact that the bill has come in from the 
committee with only three dissenters, 
seems to have aroused many people in 
different parts of the state and their 
remonstrances are pouring in. These 
are drawn in such different ways that 
it is evident that this movement is 
not engineered} from one central head- 
quarters, but is spontaneous in several 
places at least. At the same time, 
petitions in aid of the bill are also 
coming in, and yesterday one was pre- 
sented from Springfield which had the 
names of the mayor and several ex- 
mayors, besides several whose names 
suggested that they were Greek fruit- 
sellers. The subject of fruit is not 
mentioned in the bill, but Mr. Duff of 
Boston has given notice that he shall 
move to insert the word ‘‘fruit’’ wheo 
the matter is presented. If he does 
this, it would seem as if the amend- 
ment would be subject to a point of 


order, that the amendment is not 
germane to the petiition, or is too 
broad for the petition, for fruit is 


ceitainly so much different from the 
other articles named as vot to be in 
the same class. But that will be at- 
tended to when the time comes.

House and has been to the senate, so 
its passage this year is by no means 
assured, It has many critics, though 
most of the members are believers in 
its fundamental principles of enlarging 
the direct power of the voters and 
abolishing the smaller conventions, 

In the first encounter in the House 
over district option for Boston for the 
issue of liquor licenses friends of the 
district system had things their way 
by vote of 90 to 58. Doubtless this was 
larger than had been expected, for the 
committee on the liquor law, with the 
exception of Mr. Keith of Brockton, was 
against the bill, and it looked like a 
slim chance fur the solitary dissenter. 
But be had a large map of Boston 
hung before the House, showing the 
eight districts into which his bill 
divided the city.

The attitude of some of the 
members seemed to be that they would 
have nothing of the sort, but 
have dry wards wherever they could 
in the wet cities, but would not reverse 
the argument, Some members think 
that Gov. Crane will veto the bill if it 
passes, on account of his inaugural 
deliverances in favor of home rule for 
cities,

—Another innovation of the new 
century in the handling of shipbuilding 
material is to be found at the new yard 
of the Fore River Ship and Engine 
Company, ~at Quincy, Mass. In this 
case a distinct advance has been made 
over the heretofore most generally ac- 
cepted form of apparatus of this class, 
namely, the cantilever crane mounted 
upon an elevated track between two 
building berths, thereby allowing the 
crane to command two ships, At the 


Fore River Company's plant there has 
been erected over the berths an im- 
mense steel-framed Structure of 


sufficient size to accommodate under its 
truss roof and projecting wings two 
battleships and two merchant vessels of 
the largest size. Longitudinal lines of 
girders are secured toe the under side of 
the roof trusses of the frame, and 
these girders form tracks for electric 
cranes, each of five tons capacity. 

The great advantage of the system is 


| found in the independent action of the 


cranes. Two cranes are assigned to 
each building berth, and it is practica- 
ble to proceed with the construction of 
four ships simultapeously, with no 
possibility that an accident toa crane 
would entail complete suspension of 
operations, as is nceessary where two 
vessels are dependent for their supply 
of material opon a single cantilever 
vrane. By utilizing two of the cranes, 
loads of ten tons may be transported

Washington, June 2d, 102 
There is nothing to prevent reason- 
ably prompt action on the canal bill, 
The agreements of the Colombian, Ni 


earagnan and Costa Rican governments 
are all in the hands of the Senate Com 
mittee on Inter-Oceanic Canals. Sena- 
tor Morgan bas reported favorably the 
Nicaraguan Canal bill passed by the 
House and adversely the Hoar bill and 
Senator Kittredge has tiled the report 
of the minority favoring the Panama 
rocte. The naval hydrograhphic ex 
perts have announced that they do not 
deem it likely that the eruption of 
Mounts Pelee and Soufriere have 
altered the bed of the ocean in the 
vicinity of either of the proposed routes 
and in their estimation no obstacle is 
to be feared as a result of the recent 
seismic cataclysm in that part of the 
world, The report which was widely 
cireulated that there was great danger 
of earthquakes along the Panama route 
has been proven untrue, although there 
isa quiescent voleano along the Nicara- 
guan reute which may have some in 
fluence with the Senate. The fact that 


the Nicaraguan bill has already passed 


the Ilouse, while it would be difficult 
te get that body to act on a new 
measure, Senator Morgan regards as 
a marked advantage enjoyed by those 
who favor the Nicaraguan route. 

There still remain three appropria- 
tion bills to be acted on by the Senate 
without counting the General  Defi- 
ciency bill which will not be reported 
until the last moment and will occupy 
practically po time. The regular ap

Two new large historical paintings 
were unveiled in the dome of Me- 
morial Ball last week and they deserve 
mention from their expected value, as 
well as for their price. Henry Oliver 
Walker is artist of the painting on the 
north side of the dome representing the 
Pilgrims when they first saw Cape Cod 
from the deck of the Mayflower. 
Edward Simmons is artist of the paint- 
ing on the east side representing the 
returo of the colors of the regiments 
which tock part in the civil war. 
The scene occurred December 22, 1865, 
and the painting “shows John A, 
Andrew, our famous war governor, 
standing upon the steps to receive the 
tattered flags from the hands of the 
color sergeants. Men are in the state 
bouse today who Swere among those 
soldiers. These paintings are supposed 
to be of high historic value, but they 
bave attracted but little notice thus 
far, and it is a question whether the 
artists will ever reap any permanent 
fame from these productions. The 
painting of the return of the colors bas 
for its conspicious feature the backs 
of the soldiers in their expanse of army 
blue. Faces are turned from the 
spectator and there is no effort at por- 
traits. The figure of Gov. Audrew is 
so small in the far distance as to be 
worthless as a historic representation, 
while the figures which are supposed to 
Darius N. Gouch and 
other officers are obscure as to be 
of no value on personal accounts. As- 
sociations may be pictured by the 
imagieation which make the paivting 
valuable, but it is disappointing to 
many spectators. The other is better. 
Of course it is wholly imaginary where- 
as the former has « basis of reality in 
the familiar front of the state 
and the recently destroyed brick block

Pathos. gratitude and 
aspiration are expressed in the paint- 
ing, but the total does not impress the 
beholder as a masterpiece. 

Possibly the Luce direct uominaticn 
bill will yet become law in some form

In the veto the governor set 
forth the serious objections to the bill, 
the puny depth of the water where it 
is proposed to dredge for harbor, aod 
the few interests which would be bene- 
fited by the outlay of the $33,000 pro- 
posed. Now, every one of those facts 
was set forth plainly in the debate in 
the House by Mr. Adams of Melrose 
but they failed to carry the House with 
them, because the men who spoke on 
the other side had jast as much 
prestige as Mr. Adams. But when they 
were put in the veto of the governor, 
everybody in the state would pay atten- 
tion, They were set forth in such a 
light that a man would seem to be 
extra foolish to vote for such an appro- 
priation against which such truths 
could be spoken. So though the 
friends of the bill could pass it through 
house and senate, yet, when the search- 
light of the governor was turned upon 
it, they deserted it. The House vote 
in favor of passing the bill over the 
veto was 10 yeas to 154 nays. 

it not likely that the vote 
Speaker Myers against the picketing 
bill, making a tie so that it could not 
pass will burt him in his candidacy for 
the second place on the state ticket.

The present week has thus far beep 
very easy for the Senate and House, 
Business does not come in fast enougb 
to occupy all the time. Yet it is not 
expected that adjournment tinally qill 
be reached for two weeks. If there is 
a contest over the subway, tbe end will 
be still more distant. Day after day 
conferences have been held upon this 
highly important question, but no de- 
cision has been reached. Those who 
are following the case closely say that 
the delay is due to the efforts of the 
Boston elevated railway company, Of 
course that public-spirited corporation 
would prefer to have the whole matter 
go over to the next legislature, so that 
it will not bave to encounter the busi- 
ness experience and backbone of Mur- 
ray Crane. The Boston business men 
want the bill pussed this year while 
Crane is governor, There is a feeling 
expressed in some quarters, that John 
L. Bates will not be so difficult to 
manage as Goy. Crane, and therefore 
the elevated company prefers to have 
the bill go over and trust to luck for 
its success with Gov. Bates in getting 
more favorable terms. William A, 
Gaston is not at the head of the ele- 
vated company, as he was last year 
when the great fight occurred, ending 
with the veto, but his firm is legal 
counsel for the corporation and of 
course there is such an identity of in- 
terest as to make Gaston the warm 
friend of the corporation against the 
interest of the people. This has its 
bearings upon politics, for the Boston 
democracy continue to push Gaston for 
democratic candidate for governor, 
while the sense of the party leaders 
outside of the Bub tends to the 
opinion that Gaston would bea fatal 
candidate, for he would represent the 
elements which the democracy oppose.

Williams; that no notes were taken by 
the respondent; that Michael J. Barry 
testified favorable to the petitioner and 
has since been removed; tbat knowing 
the charges to be private, Chief 
Williams gave a copy of them to a 
reporter of the Quincy Daily Ledger 
and that they were published the 
following day; that the finding does not 
say on which charges Faircloth was 
found guilty; that the giving of the 
charges and findings to the newspapers 
was intended to prejudice the public 
against Faircloth and calculated to in- 
jure his reputation. 

The answer and demur of City Solici- 
tor Blackmur set forth tbat it did not 
appear that the petitioner was entitled 
to bold office where the term of office 
was fixed by law. The City charter 
makes the Chief Engineer responsible 
for the good order of the department 
and he may remove and suspend. That 
he exercised tbat authority, and Fair- 
cloth was removed by authority of the 
City Charter. It denied that the hear- 
ing was impartial. The Mayor had 
the right to make the hearing private. 
All the witnesses desired by petitioner 
were present. It also denied that the 
witnesses were intimidated: claimed 
Barry was not removed on account of 
his testimony; that Barry’s testimony 
was against Faircloth; that the peti- 
tioner did violate the rules; that liquor 
was found in his clothing and liquor 
bottles in his room, that early one 
morning he was seen in a {nestionable 
condition and to fall an his bed; that 
he used indecent language to a fellow 
member; that he violated the house 
rules by not getting up at the pre- 
scribed time, by racing to a fire, and 
by bringing liquor to the house. 

In his argument Mr. Blackmur said 
that it must be shown that the term of 
office of the petitioner is fixed by law. 
The power to appoint as fixed by the 
charter carries with it the power to re- 
move. It does not appear that the peti- 
tioner held a public office. He was 
simply an employe of the Fire depart- 
ment. His office is not that where as a 
matter of right he has a right to be 
heard. The City Charter says he may 
be removed. 

It must appear that the decisiun of 
the Chief is not tinal, It does not 
appear the petitioner had a pernament 
position. The term of bis office is not 
shown The charter forbids the ap- 
pointment of any officer to a permanent 
office. Everything is left to the dis- 
cretion of the Chief. It is 
ary with him whether he gives a hear- 
ing or not. 

Counsel Parker io his reply said fire 
men are not servants. <A fireman is a 
public officer who may be restored by a 
writ of mandamus if it appears he has 
been illegally removed. The City 
Charter does not give the Chief power 
to remove at his discretion,

By the court.-—-You do not contend 


that this court has the power to: try 
this case? 

Counsel Parker—No; I do uot mean 
to say that the evidence can be gone 


into here. If it appears on evidence 
that the hearing was not properly con- 
ducted, then this court can take the 
evidence The petitioner claims the 
causes for removal were not sufficient 
to justify the order for his removal. 
The evidence does not show bad 
language was used, or liquor was found 
in the petitioner’s clothing. He did lie 
in bed an hour one morning, but he 
had been up before and done his work. 
There is a wide distinction between 
cause and grounds from removal. He 
must state the grounds for removal. 
The Chief is not an executive, but an 
administrative officer.

Nut Island Verdict. 


The Henry W. Hunt 
al., against the Commonwealth, for the 
assessment of land damages for the 
taking of Nut island at Houghs Neck,

The values placed on the island by 
expert witnesses took a wide range, 
$3,000 being the lowest and $40,000 the 
bighest.
